And all history tells us that this cannot be done. Reform by force lasts 


just so long as the force which brought it about is strong enough to main- | 


tain it. Force not only invites opposition, but generates it. And soon or 
late, the opposing force becomes the more powerful, and we have another 
clash of forces, more disturbance and confusion, reaction, or, perhaps, some 
more compulsory “reformation.” But we cannot say confidently that out of 
{t all has come a single, definite step of progress. Force is the antithesis 
of co-operation, and without the voluntary co-operation of all the interests 
involved there can be no genuine progress. 

What is true of Russia just now, would be equally true of any other 
country, or state, or community. No matter how desirable the proposed or 
initiated reform may be, force, if applied to it, eventually will defeat it 
Without the voluntary and earnest co-operation of a pronounced majority of 
all concerned even unquestioned good is not likely to be achieved. And 
surely no intelligent person would be content with ‘forced good.”

The Pas, Man.—The British Gov- 
ernment is ready to consider any 
feasible project to promote land set- 
tlement in the Carrot River Valley, 
according to a letter received by 
town officials from the secretary of 
state for dominion affairs. 

_ The Carrot River Valley lies to the 
southwest of The Pas, and includes . 
land in both Manitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan. 

The letter from the overseas de- 
partment points out, however, that 
settlement aid from England would 
necessarily be subject to certain con- 
ditions, such as the Empire Settle- 
ment act of 1922, and financial sup- 
port from either the Federal or Pro- 
vincial Governments or both.

Good Work Being Done By New 
Geographical Society 

Many countries have flourishing 
geographical societies, but Canada 
| has not been numbered among them. 
In April, however, the first volume of 
the Canadian Geographical Journal 
; made its appearance, published " by 
the Canadian Geographical Society. 

Feeling that Canada has geo- 
graphic features as remarkable and 
beautiful as any in the world, a 
number of persons interested in 
making Canada better known to 
Canadians and others met at Ottawa 
in January, and formed the Canadian 
Geographical Society. Among those 
taking an active interest in it and 
offering every encouragment to the 
new society were Sir Francis Young- 
husband, of British geographic fame 
and Dr. Isaiah Bowman, director of 
the American Geographical Society. 
The patronage of the Governor-Gen- 
eral, was obtained and Dr. Charles 
Camsell, of Ottawa, was selected the 
first president. Dr. Camsell was born 
in the North West Territories in 
1876, has explored the remote parts 
of Canada and has an intimate know- 
ledge of all sections of the country. 

The aim of the society is to be of 
service to Canada by making the re- 
sources of the country, aesthetic as 
well as economic, better known both 
at home and abroad. 

The first volume of the magazine is 
an excellent piece of work, setting a 
high standard, and should gain the 
support of all Canadians. 

This issue resembles the National 
Geographic Magazine in the arrange- 
ment of material and in 
photographs and_ illustrations. It 
contains a fine article of the West 
Indies and Lord Willingdon's visit 
there.

Britain’s New Seal 


Will Make Its First Appearance On 
, Naval Treaty 


When the naval treaty of London, 
England, is ratified by~ parliament 
and receives the King’s assent, a new. 
Great Seal will make its appearance 
for the first time on an important 
state document, 

It will be a wax*‘impression, as big 
and almost as thick as a muffin, tied 
to the treaty parchment by a silken 
cord. On one side it shows the King 
sitting on his throne, holding his 
scepter and orb; ‘on the reverse it 
shows him mounted on a prancing 
charger, In its desfgn the new seal 
is much as it has been for a thou- 
sand years; but in its inscription it 
recognizes a revolution in the British 
Empire. 

Traditionally each King has one 
Great Seal for the duration of his 
reign. This time, however, the con- 
stitutional change has made a new 
Seal necessary. No longer is King 
George V. “King, by the grace of 
God, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the British 
Dominions Beyond the Seas.” The 
old conception of the United King- 
dom has been shattered by the Irish 
Free State; and in the new seal 
King George becomes “by the grace 
of God, of Great Britain, Ireland and 
the Dominions Beyond the _ Seas, 
King, Defender of the Faith, Em- 
peror of India.” And so there may 
be no mistake and no ruffled feel- 
ings in Dublin, the new Great Seal 
is not to be, as heretofore, the “Great 
Seal of the United Kingdom,” but 
| the “Great Seal Of the Realm.” 
Correctly speaking, the seal is not

Ultra-violet rays, invisible day or 
night, have been used successfully in 
| tests as the basis for a burglar 
alarm. The rays, turned on a safe 
or even on exposed valuables, consti- 
| tute an efficient guard because as 
soon as an intruder passes between 
| the invisible-ray source and a photo- 
| electric cell on the safe or valuable, 
the cell operates to sound the alarm. 
In like manner the rays may be used 
to set off tear bombs or to give silent 
| alarms, particularly if directed from 
several angles in the room which 
‘they guard.
